Che present Session ol parliament 
which is now hurrying towards its clos 
has seen a marked restoration of parliamen 
tary authority which was necessarily relin- 
quished during the war. During war days 
the single purpose of the entire country was 
to defeat the enemy. To this end, men were 
‘willing, even in matters of democratic tra 
dition, to surrender their personal rights 
and privileges to the _ few in highest 
authority 

Under the War Measures Act, the go- 
vernment could and did recast our entire 
economic life. Under the National Resour- 
ces Mobilization Act, it was granted powers 


to conscript life and property. Orders under 


these acts were virtually unquestioned. 
But the end of hostilities brought new 

life to parliament and a new consciousness 

of its rights. Motions for the production of 


documents appeared regularly on the order 


paper. Strict scrutiny was given to any re- 
quest for special powers. This session has 
taken a long stride towards the re-establish- 


ment of government in its

But if the supremacy of parliament is 
necessary, even this full authority of par- 
liament is not enough for good and safe 
government. Behind parliament there must 
be an active and powerful public opinion 


The history of parliamentary govern- 


ment makes that very clear. And it is plain 
that without that powerful and critical pub- 
lic opinion parliamentS may easily stray 
far from the national purposs 


In the reign of Henry VIII, for instance, 
the law of treason followed the matrimon- 
ial misadventures of the monarch. It was 
treason, so said parliament, to question the 
validity of his marriages. The parliaments 
of the early Georges were not much more 
than the voices of the landed gentry. 

In Canada, more recently, an 
public opinion caused the cancellation of an 
order-in-council under which Canadian citi- 


aroused 


zens, uncharged, could be held incommuni- 
cado. Yet that order-in-council was passed 
under the authority of the War Measures 
Act to which all Canadians submitted dur- 
ing the period of the war 

Under our system, the government is 
responsible to parliament. In short, par- 
liament is the caretake And public opinion 
takes care of the caretaker 

That is where a virile accurate 
press comes in, Journ lism in and cry 
stallizes public opinion. Préss and_ parlia- 
ment are essential to each other 


Foes of the Jews

present attempted movement of European 
Jews toward Palestine is the result of a 
carefully planned ind fully financed 
campaign 

It will be recalled that when Sir F.E. 
Morgan, head of the UNRRA in Germany, 
warned of such a campaign last January, 
denials were indignant and there were vo- 
ciferous demands for his dismissal. But his

An agreement has been entered 
into by the department of Indian 
Affairs and the Alberta department 
of health, by which all Indians and 
Metis in the Grouard and Slave 
Lake districts are to be examined 
for venereal disease, it was an- 
nounced Monday by Hon. Dr. W, W 
Cross, minister of health 

ALL THOSE FOUND to be suf- 
fering from infection are to be 
treated and the department of Ind 
ian affairs will provide necessary 
transportation to and from the 
place of treatment as well as the 
maintenance of the patients while 
under treatment 

It was learned also that this de- 
partment will supply one half of 
the penicillin necessary and the 
service of one nurse, according to 
the agreement 

The provincial department of 
health is to provide all other per 
‘nmnel necessary to complete the 
staff, administer the treatment and 
oO supply all other drugs necessar\ 

There are 1,500 Indians and Met 
in the Grouard and Slave Lake ar 
eas 10 per cent of whom are re 
ported to be afflicted with one 
o both forms ot venereal dicease 
according to preliminary examinat 
ions by the department of health 

GREATEST DIFFICULTY in the 
proposed campaign will be to pers 
uade these citizens to accept treat 
ment, the department reported, al- 
thougk many Indians and Metis 
have declared they will co-operate

WASHINGTON, (NANA) Seven 
miles above the earth are mysterious 
radiations which affect all electrical 
instruments and which will neces- 
Sitate extensive changes in the de- 
sign of stratosphere rockets in which 
man eventually may go to the moon 


or Mars. 
Discovery of these sub-strato- 
sphere rays was announced with 


the return here of the ‘flying labo- 
ratory” of the national geographic 
society and army air forces—a spe- 
cially equipped B-29 bomber—after 
a cosmic-ray exploration of the up- 
per atmosphere on four levels over 
a path of 4,800 miles between the 
Canadian border and northern Chile. 
Effect of the unidentified radia- 
tion becomes apparent, members of 
the expedition reported, only after 
about two hours at high altitudes, 
but it is sufficient to cause mis- 
calculations from instrument re- 
cordings
